Little Animals Are Very Oestructlvr 
to Orchard and Nursery Stock and 
to Oardan Trvek. 

iPri pared by the I'nili d Statrs Depart* 
mtnt "f .Varli ullure.) 

According to the biological survey 
of the department of agriculture, the 
pocket gophers are very destructive 
to orchard and nursery stock, and to 
garden produce. Apricot trees six 
inches in diameter have been de- 
stroyed by the gopher. In one orchard 
in California alone an asslsunt of the 
survey counted seven trees that had 
been Ulled by gophers. The ranch- 
man did not aeem to know what was 
the trouble, but thought it was due to 
some blight A gopher waa seen bor- 
ing under one of the trees and later 
on was caught in a trap. One of tho 
j r.-atest enemies cf the gopher is the 
barn owl. Ono-half bushel of the re- 
ninins of gophers was found near the 
nest of an owl of this species, and yet 
almost every ranchman woidd ahoot 
an owl at sight The survey la tryin? 
to educate thom to the value of owls. 

The best method Of kllllni; the pock- 
et gopher is to destroy them by th« 
use of poltion mixed with chopped 
sweet potatoes. The potatoes are 
\ ry ueceptablo to the gopher owInK 
lo the fact (hat they keep well under 
;-i'oiiiid. In one experiment of 20 dif- 
ferent runways, dead gophers were 
found in 19, and in tho twentieth the 
potato had b^en atored up by the go 
pher for u future meal.

The lone-banded farinnr often e» 
perlences no small amount of incon- 
venlenoe In loading a large hog. Vot 
the benefit It a farmer who never 
thought of a bog-crate without tho 
bottom. I win give my plan for mak- 
ing the crate and the WSp IS load the 
hog into the wagon. 

FV>r comer posU of orate procure 
posts of poplar two Inches square and 
three and one-half feet long. The 
ends, slide and top should also be 
made of poplar strips, one by two 
and ono-half Inohes Cut strips for 
stiles and top about five feet long and 
for the ends, about two and one-half 
feet li'iig 

These dimensions may very accord- 
Inn to the size cratP you desire, but 
ba careful not to make the crate so 
wide that tbe bog caa tara amnd 

in It. 

Nail side and end strips to posts 
with wire naila that will reach 




through the poeta aad elinoh. Tho top 
slata are nailed to the upper alata on 
enda. Toa bow have a eoavlete hog 
crate, and one wlthoat a feottosL 

Now tor the loading, Take your 
wagon aa near the piaoe as possible 
whM* tho hog Is to be l eaded. Lay 
boards aboot tea feet Isag troa the 
rear aad oC tho wagoa 4e tbe groand. 
with a few oloats aalled oa aadar aide

Simply walk ap tbo boaida back- 
wasda, pallfaig tbo orate la front, 
which oompela tbo bog to walk right 
into tho wagoa bod. UaloadlBg is 
done ia the aamo maaaer, except 
that tho hog walhs oat haehwarda. 

It ia a good Idoa to drlvo a stake 
at each side of boarda to prevent a 
bog from overturning tho erata. Thia 
is not necessary if there are two men 
to do the loading, for in such a case 
one can stand at each side of the 
crate. 

Select the kind of hog you want and 
then grow the best If you go In for 
bacon hogs, don't make the mistake 
of buying the lard types of sows. 

It's a mistake to have pigs come In 
the middle of winter. 

Some farmers are liberal with their 
feed, but Stingy with tlieir shelter. 
They will shovel out plenty of corn 
then see their pigs pile up in a bunch 
In a fence comer and sitiver (or hours 
in the cold wind, tharaby loaiBg all 
value of the corn. 

Do not neglect to keep plenty of 
coul or wood nshes where the pi^'s 
can get at them all the time.. 

If yon liiid a runt in tho litter don't 
waste too niueh lliiio trying to build 
him up, but look after the good ones. 

The young folks ought to know 
why trees and plants grow as they do. 
and how to help them grow. They 
should be raught the names of tho 
trees, grasses and Kraiiis of the coun- 
try. And would it be altogether im- 
practical to teach them somethliu: 
about acliinl farm business? The 
bookkeel>lIl^• might relate to farm o|t- 
eratlons, lustiad of things away In 
city anil town. It would be a good 
thing to put into the arlthomatic a

The introduction of harmful fungi 
and bacteria into the soil is an Im- 
portant cause of deterioration of 
grains after continued cropiiing, de- 
clared II. Itolley, [irofessor of hot-, 
any, .North Dakota Agricultural col- 1 
lege, in u recent address at the Col- 
lege of Agriculture of the lliiiversiiy 
of Wisconsin Professor HoUey is 
one of the most, eminent plant path- 
ologists in the country, bis early 
studies on ih<' potato scab and flax 
will, and his later Investigationa ot 
the diseases of cereals having made 
hi in widely known among scientists. 

Hi> bulievi s il;at fungi and bacteria 
resident In the seed, and In the aoil. 
Injure and deatroy the roots of plants 
aad otberwlae affect aucceedlng crops. 
The remedy for thia la not primarily 
fertUlaatlon. nor a neutralisation of 
soil toxins, but the combating of 
fnnci and bacteria and by means of 
sanitary measures such as seed se- 
lection and disinfection, and crop ro 
toUoB.

The plan of utilizing the rays of 
the sun for hi iting water has de- 
veloped extensively since the first 
eiade coil was set upon the aoattaern 
«qpanrM of a proof and it wis feund 

that water, drawn from it after the 
hast of the day, was warn). Since 
tben the principles of radtation of 
heat have been caref ally . studied 
tai applied to the perfteted diviee 
Ji. flat box, covered with gla!<8. is 
Mt at an angle on the roof, pergola, 
or other eooTenient place 
it will get tbe moat benefit 
I the son's heat. This air-tight 
box contains a heating coil of ap- 
proximately one hundred and fifty 
feat of galvaniied pipe toree-f oorths 
of an inch In diameter, which is 
soldered on a base of sheet copper. 
This metal is used because of its 
rapid beat-conducting property and 
(he ioldering forms a metal contact 
which trHn.-jmit^ the heat to the un- 
der fide of the j ipe where the water 
is coldest. The small pipe and the 
•heet of cooper respond so quickly 
to the son's rays in warm weather 
that hot water can be drawn after 
five minutes exposure. 

In order to conserve the heat for 
boors, or even days, the tank which 
Toeeives the hot water is paekid 
after the maiu.rrof a fireless cooker, 
so that early in the motning the

MB is available. This is one of the 
most Important improvements in the 
solar heater system, as th'- ►.'rciit de- 
mand for hot water is in the early 
part of the day. before the oldityle 
heater would be in operation. 

Of course the heat is retained in 
proportion to the cai acity uf the 
took. The standard iva tanks range 
from thirty to one hundred and 
twenty galloni, while large oi.es are 
conatraeted for special purpuies.
